REMARKS 

Claims 1, 5-15, 30 5 and 33-36 are pending in the present application. Claims 2, 4, 16-29, 
31, 32, and 37-41 are hereby cancelled. Claims 1 5 5, 14, 15, 30, 35, and 36 have been amended. 
Claims 1 and 30 are independent claims. 

Claims 16-29 and 37-41 were previously withdrawn from consideration due to the 
Restriction Requirement issued by the USPTO on January 13, 2004, These withdrawn claims 
have been canceled above. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

In the outstanding Office Action, the Examiner indicated that the subject matter of claims 
4, 6-8, 14, 15, 32, 35, and 36 would be allowable if rewritten in independent form. 

Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. § 103 

Claims 1, 2, 5, 9, 11-13, 30, 31, 33, and 34 stand rejected under 35 USC § 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 6,606,117 to Windle in view of U.S. Patent No. 
6,539,100 to Amir etal. 1 

Independent claims 1 and 30 have been amended to incorporate the subject matter of 
claims 4 and 32, respectively, which was indicated by the Examiner as being allowable. Further, 
claims 2 and 31 have been canceled without prejudice or disclaimer to the subject matter 
contained therein. Accordingly, this rejection has been rendered moot and should be withdrawn.
